EAST, ,

Russia has of late beeo making varlous felnta 
fo the Far East with the {ntention apparently of 
dircovering the point of least resistance. She 
has feinted In Korea at Yoensan and Fusan ; et 
the latter place having fenced In a plece of land 
on Desr Island, pronamably as the sito of a con- 
cetslon, She has feinted at Port Arthur and 
Tallen Bay lo Shingking, the latter nominally 
gancommercial port ta bo connected by the 
Chinese Government with a railway through 
Mancheria, She has felnted at Kiachow and 
Welbaiwel, and last of all at Chefoo, nominally | 
asa tite for the agency of «private Steam Nav- 
fgatton Co, Russia has long sighed for a port on 
tha Paclfic which she could fortlly aod where 
she could refither Pacific squadron and render it 
independent of Europe, She had. originally 
Petropaulovsk In Kamchatka, of unpleasant 
recollection In 384 to the British Meet. _ Its 
possession only made her long for more; 80 
Ja 1°60 she adoritly contrivedto get possession 
of Eastern Manchuriz, and there selected the 
elte now known as Viadivostock for the foutda. 
tion of anavalarsenal. As belore, the posses- 
slon of Viadivosteck only whetted her appetite, 
It was practically {ce-bound [a  winter— 
sufficiently so to imprison her fleet, but not enough 
no to be altogether safe ‘aganst a power 
having command of. the ses, who from Amour 
and Usurl Bays might make [t warm: for its 
garriton.
